The Northern Minister for Commerce (Mr.

FREE’ STATE DELEGATE’S 
IMPRESSIONS. ... 

Professor D. A. Binchy, a member of the 
Free State delegation at Geneva, addressing 
the annual meeting of the League of Natoins 
Society of ireland, held last mght at ó 
Leinster street. Dublin, on ‘“‘'lThe Seventh 
Assembly of the League of Nations,” said 
that this year's meeting was rather dull, 
which, in his opinion, was a very good ‘sign, 


because he believed. the duller the business i 


‘he greater sign it was that the League had 
to sbay. 

Referring to some of the features of this 
ssembly, he said that the chief of these was 
the admission of Germany to the League and 
[lo a permanent seat on the Council, ‘and the 
remodelling of the non-permanent seats on 
the Council. With reyard to the non-per- 
manent members of the Council, he pointed 
that at was felt that owing ‘to their 
long tenure of office, ‘if there were an 
obstreperous representative: among them, it 
militate against the League. Mr. 
Minister for Finance, was the 
first to eall attention to that particular 
danger, and soon afeer he-had spoken on 
the matter the Norwegian representative pro- 
posed an amendment, which was carried, to 
the effect that the Assembly may at any time, 
by a two-thirds majority, proceed to a new 
election of all non-permanent members of the 
Council, 

THE FREE STATE'S RIGHT. 

The system of political or Só an ayéha 
grouping of States, he said, was. undoubtedly 
bad for the League. One of the candidates 
for one of these non-permanent seats was the 
Irish Free State. and in this connection he 
would like to say that he did not know of 
any crisis that took: place over this matter. 
The Free State. exercising an undoubted 
right, went forward as an equal member of 
the League of Nations to, he would’ say, 
implement its own equality as a candidate for 
the Council. He did nat see how the action 
of the Free State 
one. 

Concluding, Professor Binchy referred to 
the resolution which was proposed by Lord 
Cecil at the sixth plenary sitting requesting 
the Council to appoint # committee to con- 
sider and report what questions were, and 
what questions were not, within the sphere 
of action of the League, and said that it was 
an exceedingly dangerous attempt in practice 
‘to limit the competence.of the League. That 
resolution was deferred. 

The work cf that Society, he said, was 
of the greatest value in a country where, 
unfortunately, public opinion was indifferent 
to the activities cf the League. 

Senator Douglas, President, who occupied 
the chair, pointed out ‘the necessity for 
propaganda work, which could not be done 
at present owing to want of funds.

Has there been any complaint in eonnection 
with pilotage facilities? do not think that.

Is “there any fishing industry heret—

Your principal cargoes consist of coal, 
cement and oil?—Yes; and a certain amount 
of basic slag and petrol, which is now be- 
coming an interesting trade. 

, Is there.-any--grain imported here ?—Only 
Sery otCasionally, and that during the war. 

Do you ever discharge vessels with general 
cargo'—No; but we had enquiries made by 
tegular lines of steamers. 

Is there any shortage of labour ?—No. 

We may take it generally that the. exist- 
ing facilities at the port are sufficient for 
trade’—Yes; for the existing trade. 

How many vessels can be discharged simul- 
taneously at the present time’—One, at the 
deep-water berth. 


A PROGRESSIVE PORT. 

This would appear to be a progressive 
port ?—Yes; I think that we can claim to be 
quite in the van. The tonnage imported in 
1925 was 29,000 tons, and. the exports 1,615 
tons. 

What area is served by the port of Foynes? 
—Exclusive of the oil trade, West Limerick, 
at present; but if we had a regular service 
we could provide for North Kerry and Clare. 
These are served by Limerick at present. 

Have you the comparative trade figures 
between Limerick and ban '—No; we have 
reason to believe the railway 
differentiate unfavourably against us. 

Proceeding, the witnesa said that the Board 
since 1891 spent on improvements £9,586, 
and their present indebtedness by wav of 
bank overdraft, etc., was £45,000. There was 
no port in the West of Ireland that could be 
so cheaply developed as Foynes. 

On the general question of State control 
over ports and harbours, Lord Monteagle 
expressed his approval that the harbour dues 
might be entrusted to a central anthority as 
well as the incorporation in local harbour 
constitutions of the Harbour Act, 1847. 
Pilotage questions and questions of preferential 
rates, rates descriminating against any 
harbour, the administration. of Government 
loans for ‘harbour development, which he 
hoped the Tribunal would recommend, would 
be better entrusted to a harbour authority 
proper, subject to control by the Ministry 
for Finance, rather than the Board of Works. 
He also favoured the same authority for 
gratuities, pensions and salaries paid, and 
that harbour authorities should be relieved 
from income tax. 


DOCKERS’ WAGES AND HOURS. 

Mr. Leo Finucane, a member of the Foynes 
Board Harbour Workers, representing the 
local branch of the Transport Workers’ 
Union, stated that the rate of wage per day 
for dock labourers was 8s. 4d., except for 
discharging ships, when it was 14s. a day. 
They worked a ten hours’ day, with an hour 
for dinner, Saturdays included.

PRICES STILL GOOD. 

At the meeting of the Wexford County 
Committee of Agriculture, Colenel C. M. 
Gibbon, Chairman, referring to the market- 
ing of Irish pork in London, stated that 
prices were still holding good. The pork 
sent from Wexford a week ago previously 
met with a poor market, owing to warm 
weather conditions, and train delays.

They took, legal proceedings against 
Lang, and he was to have appeared in court 
yesterday. 

Inspector McGloin showed the. witness a 
bottle labelled ‘‘lysol’’ and marked “poison, - 
and a box which had been found on a chair 
beside the deceased man’s bed. Miss Billings 
said that she had never seen them before. 

David Cantlon, North Circular road, said 
that on Sunday he and the deceased man 
went to a house in Great Charles street where 
there was a dance. Lang took no part in 
what was going on. They went later to 
| North Cireular road and had supper. When 
leaving the deceased man began to cry and 
said that he had ‘‘a bottle’’ at home and was 
“ going to finish it.” 

Inspector McGloin asked did ne know what 
he meant by that. and the witness replied: 
“I thought he meant he had a half-bottle 
of whiskey.” 

Between 11 and 12 o'clock, when they were 

parting, the witness said to Lang: “We will 
meet as usual to-morrow.”

TO HIS MAJESTY THE KING, EMEEROR OF INDIA. 


We, the Prime Ministers and representatives of the Govern- 
ments of the British Empire who have taken counsel together during 


the last few weeks, desire, before we separate, 


again our fidelity and devotion 
the Queen. 


to express once 
to Your Majesty and Her Majesty 


We have found in all our deliberations a spirit of mutual good- 
will and an earnest desire for co-operation in promoting the pros- 
perity of the several parts of the Empire. The foundation of our 
work has been the sure knowledge that, to each of us, as to all Your 
Majesty’s subjects, the Crewn is the abiding symbol and emblem of 
the unity of the British Commonwealth of Nations. . 

We pray that, under Divine Providence, Your Majesty may long 
be spared, with Her Majesty the Qyeen, to watch over the destinies 
of all the nations and peoples of your Empire. 


The members of the Conference in a resolution expressed 
their conviction that, not only the actual work done during the 
past few weeks, but also the opportunity which the Conference 
has afforded for intimate consultation and the strengthening of 
friendship, ““ will be of the greatest importance in promoting in all 
parts of the Empire unity of thought. and co-operation in action. ”' 


IRELAND’S PART IN 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 


The Imperial Conference is over. Before 
leaving for Dublin to-night Mr. Kevin 
Higgins, the principal Free State dele- 
vate, gave me the following message to the 
lrish Times :— 

“I am pleased with the general result. 
Matters raised by our delegation 
received fair and friendly con- 
sideration.—Kevin O'Higgins.” 


This statement represents the opinion of 
all the delegates to the Conference. Every- 
body is satisfied, and more than satisfied, 
with the general results.. Everybody re- 
cognises that the work of the last fiva 
weeks has been of the greatest poss‘ble 


ENEMIES CONFOUNDED. 


A Minister who has been present 
throughout the sittings of the Conference 
stated that the Empire had reached a 
definite point in its development. 
General Hertzog was returning te South 
Africa satished with the British Empire 
as he now knew it. The results of the 
Conference ould make the enemies of 
‘the Empire blaspheme, and that was, 
perhaps, a good deal to say. 


service to the Empire, as well.as to the 
individual Dominions, and the delegates 
parted this afternoon in Downing street 
feeling that they had learned much during 
the progress of the Conference, 

The personal equation has been all- 
important. The representatives of the 
several Dominions bave got to know one 
another. They have learned to appreciate 
one another's point of view, and to under- 
stand many things that hitherto had been 
inexplicable to them. In this respect the 
lvishmen have scored heavily. 


FIRST IMPRESSIONS. 


I may say now with safety that some of 
the Overseas delegates were not altogether 
in sympathy with the Free State case when 
the Conference began. They had the vague 
idea that all Irishmen were rebels; that 
Mr. O'Higgins and his colleagues were no 
exception to this rule, and that they ‘had 
come to London merely to make as much 
mischief as possible. A few weeks’ in- 
timate consultation soon cured them of 
this idea. 

They began to realise, some of them 
perhaps with a certain amount of reluct- 
ance, that these rebel Irishmen were 
sihcere in their desire to preserve and 


strengthen the. British connection, and to. 


promote in every possible way closer co- 
operation between the several parts of the 
Empire. They also began to realise that 
Jreland, far from being, like themselves, an 
offshee+ of Great Britain, was a ‘mother 
country, having peopled the Dominions 


equally with her sister island, and having

supplied them with some of their finest 
muscle and their foremost brains. 

Every Overseas Premier admitted that 
Irishmen .r their stock, were numbered 
among the bert citizens of the Dominions, 
and when it came to the bit some of 
them were willing to declare that many 
of their leading men claimed Hibernian 
origin. 

At least one-third of Newfoundland’s 
population is Irish. The name of Mr. 
Higgins's house—he is the Newfoundland 
Minister for Justice—is Corcaig, which, 
being interpreted, is Cork, and there is 
not a single Dominion in whic> men and 
women of Irish breeding do not hold the 
highest positions of public and private 
trust. 

All these factors have contributed to 
the general recognition of the Free State’s 
special place in the British Empire. It 
is a place of which no Trishman, be he 
Unionist or Republican, need feel 
ashamed. It has been dignified enor- 
mously by the work of the last few weeks, 
and Mr. O'Higgins has good cause for 
satisfaction. 


' NEW FRIENDSHIPS. 

There, is little more to be said. Friend- 
ships have been formed and confidences 
have been established since October 19th 
‘which cannot but have wide’ reactions 
throughout the whole. Empir:. “Ottawa 
and Dublin, Melbourne and Cape Town, 
Auckland and London, have been brought 
closer to one another through the personal 
contact of their statesmen, ahd every 
delegate’ to the Imperial Conference is 
going home - broader-minded and more 
clearly thinking man than he was when 
he arrived in ‘London. 


COMING TO DUBLIN. 

The last ‘meeting was ‘this afternoon. 
Some of the Premiers are remaining in 
England for some time. Mr. Monroe will 
go to Dublin very soon, and Mr, Coates 
will follow him at the beginning of next 
month. Mr. Higgins, of ‘Newfoundland,

also will visit the land of his fathers 
before he crosses the Atlantic, and it is 
just possible that some of the other dele- 
gates will pa” a visit to Dublin as well, 
The final report of the’ whole Con- 
ference was issued this evening. It 
consists merely of a summary of the re- 
sults of the various committees, : contain- 
ing no. fewer than twenty-three sections, 
which correspond in general with the 
committees’ reports. 


POINTS FROM THE FINAL SPEECHES. 


Mr. Macxenzie Kixc (Canada): 
Nothing could have exceeded the courtesy 
and kindness of His Majesty's Ministers jm 
Great Britain as a Government and as in- 
dividuals. The arrangements for th - 
duct of our business could not have been 
more thorough and complete, and the op- 
portunities afforded for personal and social 
intercourse have been more than excep- 
tional. Above all, I think we appreciate 
the friendliness and the frankness of the 
attitude of the members of the Govern- 
ment throughout our discussions in con- 
ference and in committee. There has been 
a striking readiness and desire to under- 
stand and appreciate one another's point 
of view, and special difficulties.

The. proposal of the Imperial ‘Conference 
to change the King’s title has caused un- 
‘easiness in Unionist circles in the Six 


|. Counties, "and yesterday the Cabinet of 


Northern Treland decided that Sir James 
Craig, Mr. H. M. Pollock, and Mr. J. M. 
Andrews should go to London in order to 
discuss the question with Mr. Baldwin and 
his colleagues. | 

“At present His Majesty's title is:— 
“George V., by the Grace of God, of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland and of the British Dominions 
beyond ‘the seas, King, Defender of the 
Faith, Emperor of India.” The Con- 
ference tecognised that this form of title 
“hardly accorded with the altered state 
of affairs ayising from the establishment 
of the Irish Free State as a Dominion,”’ 
and recommended that it should be changed 
to:—-“ George V., by the Grace of God, 
of Great Britain, Ireland, and the British 
Dominions beyond the seas, King, De- 
fender of the Faith, Emperor of India.” 


THE OBJECTIONS. 

Northern Unionists object to the pro- 
posed change on the ground that it ignores 
the fact that there are two political units 
in this country. They say that, if there 
must be a change, the title should be made 
to read :—' George V., by the Grace of 
God, of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, the Irish Free State, and the 
British Dominions beyond the seas, King,” 
etc. They are anxious that at all costs 
the close connection between Great Britain 
and the Six Counties shall be maintained. 

They see all sorts of dangers in the 
proposed change. If it were sanctioned 
before the position was made clear, they 
say, it might be used by political opponents 
at some future date to place Northern 
Ireland in an exceedingly awkward posi- 
tion. 

Under arrangements the 
the right to make 
separate. treaties with other countries. 
Sir James Craig, it is said, will demand 
a clear statement from Mr. Baldwin that 
the use of the word “Ireland” in the 
King's title would not confsr upon the 
Free State Government the power to make 
a treaty binding on the whole country. 
He will ask for the strongest assurances 
that in all matters, except those of purely 
domestic concern, Northern Ireland shall 
continue to be treated as a part of Great 
Britain. 

The Political Correspoudent of ‘the 
Central News states that Mr. Baldwin 
may be trusted to assure Sir James Craig 
that the attempt to find the most con- 
venient title for the King carries no

No doubt, adds the Correspondent, if 
a substantial case is shown for making 
the name “ Trish Free State” instead of 
'““Ireland,' the Government in Whitehall 
will -give every consideration to Northern 
Treland.

*“WE ARE OUTCASTS.”’ 
NORTHERN M.P.’S' VIEW. 


' In the Northera House of Commons 
yesterday ‘Mr. Thomas Henderson raised, 
ón the adjournment, the question of the 
recent decision arrived at by the Imperial 
Conference altering the title of the King. 
As an independent member of the House, 
he said, he wanted to know exactly. what 
was the positivn of-the Northern Govern- 
ment to Le i the future. To his mind, 
the decision. the Imperial Conference 
was an insult. to the people of the six 
counties. “We are “disfranchised,”’ he 
declared, ‘‘ We are outcasts.’’ 

The Speaker said that ~o member of 
the House was responsible for the de- 
cision of the Imperial Conference. 

Mr. Henderson—We are put in the 
position that we are not wanted any- 
where. 

The Speaker repeated. that nobody in 
the House was responsible. 

Mr. Henderson said that their position 
was very grave. .Had it any relation to 
the delay ‘n the building of the new 
Parliament House? Was it likely that 
there was to be one Parliament for all 
Ireland? That was his fear. He was 
afraid that the leaders they believed to 
‘be very loyal to them were leading them 
into the Free State. The Prime Minister 
should hare taken the members of the 
House into his confidence. The people of 
Ulster were being absolutely ignored 
under the decision. They*had always 
claimed to be part and parcel of Great 
Britain. | 
.Now it’ appeared that they were part 
and ‘parcel of the Free State. He wished 
to protes: emphatically, and he demanded 
to know wha’ the Northern members in 
the Imperial Parliament were doing, or 
what action the, intended to take. *He 
sincerely trusted that they were not 
going to be left in the lurch. It seemed 
to him that the people of the six counties 
were being sadly let down.

SHANNON SCHEME 
POWER 


AVAILABLE IN 1929. 


á a 


The survey work in connection with 
establishing the first “ring transmission 
network’’ under the Shannon hydro- 
electric power scheme has been completed, 
and the setting up of the overhead lines 
around the ring is about to begin. A large 
number of the masts and other material 
required for this purpose are already in 
position for erection. 

The transmission network of ‘masts and 
lines will run from Dublin to Wexford, 
due West to Waterford up to Kilkenny, 
and from there to Maryborough and back 
to Dublin. Waterford City, it is expected, 
will be lighted by electricity next year. 
In the immediate vicinity of Dublin the 
line will begin at Inchicore, continuing 
through Rathfarnham, Templeogue, Stepa- 
side, Killiney, Bray, and on to Wexford 
and Waterford. 


THE WATERFORD SUPPLY. 

Power from the Shannon scheme will 
not be available until the early months of 
1929, but supplies of: power from the 
Dublin Electricity Station will be sent 
through the “ ring transmission network ’’ 
to Waterford, where preparations are 
being made for its distribution. It is un. 
likely . that the Dublin Power Station 
could meet the demands of all. the towns 
in the circuit, but, if the power is avail- 
able, it can be transmitted through the 
Shannon pole transformer which is te be 
erected at Inchicore.. The needs of Water- 
ford, at any rate, will be met by a process 
of ‘“‘feeding out’’ from the Dublin 
Station to Inchicore, where the trans- 
former will send it out to Waterford. It 
is understood that the Carlow Sugar-Beet 
Factory “will have a surplus of electrical 
power, and. that. this will.be “ fed out”’ 


£11,000,000 SCHEME. 


BRINGING THE SEA TO 
SHEFFIELD. 

A. scheme íor constructing a ship canal 
from Sheffield or Doncaster to the sea, 
combining, if possible, the drainage of the 
district with navigation, has been revived. 
A conference of local authorities, drainage 
authorities and coalowners at Doneaster 
yesterday appointed a sub-committee to 
consider the matter and report to a future 
meeting. 

Such a. scheme, it is estimated, would 
cost eleven millions. It is desired, if 
possible, to prepare a definite scheme to 
lay before the Royal Commission on 
Mining Subsidence when it holds a public 
inquiry in January.

HUMMED TO SLEEP. 


GERMAN DOCTOR’S CURE 
FOR INSOMNIA, 
From Ovr Own CorRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

A new “slumber machine,” which nerve 
specialists deelare will bring ‘sleep to in- 
somnia victims, has just been patented by 
Dr. Hans Salomon, of Berlin. The in- 
vention works on the principle of 
“humming” the vietim to sleep. 

It is a small box worked by electricity, 
emitting a regular humming sound like 
that made by thousands of bees. This 
continues for about forty minutes, 
gradually becoming softer as the beat 
slackens its pace, until it finally stops. 
By this time, it is claimed, the most wide- 
awake person will become oblivious to 
worldly cares. 

Professor Siemerling, a German scientist, 
has experimented with the device. at. his 
sanatorium near Kiel, and declares that it 
is of great medical value.

“ RECORD” INCREASE 
YESTERDAY. 


NEGOTLATING IN THE 
DISTRICTS. 


- 


The most significant development in the 
coal situation yesterday was the rush of 
men to the mines. Official returns 
showed a total of 410,502 at work, an in- 
crease of 20,121 on Monday's figures. 
This is by far the largest increase recorded 
since the beginning of the strike. It 
seems to indicate that the men have had 
enough of enforced idleness and desire to 
make an end of it. | 3 

A glance at the returns is interesting. 
In the Lancashire and North Wales area 
the increase was no less than 6,576. Next 
caine Yorkshire with 2,868. Nottingham- 
shire, Derbyshire and _ Leicestershire 
showed an increase of 2,723, and South 
Wales one of 2,247. 3 

It was announced that the Govern- 
ment’s offer of a National Appeal Tribunal 
had been abandoned, but it is understood 
that if circumstances so warrant the offer 
may be renewed at a later date. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

In England the district negotiations 
were begun, and in the majority of in- 
stances an adjournment took place after 
an all-day sitting. : 

The South and West Yorkshire coal- 
owners met, representatives of the Miners' 
Association at Sheffield, and it is under- 
stood that there was only a slight varia- 
tion in the terms proposed by the owners 
for both districts. As the result of a pro- 
longed conference the Lancashire and 
Cheshire owners and miners decided to 
submit provisional lines of agreement to 
their respective Associations. The Durham 
discussions last evening were adjourned 
until Thursday. They are understood to 
have been amicable, At Cardiff the South 
Wales area terms were considered. It is 
stated on good authority that the men’s 
representatives agreed tentatively to a 
forty-six hour week, divided into five days 
of eight hours each and one short working 
day. 

The Somerset owners refuse to negotiate 
b@iore there is a general resumption of 
work, 

An important step towards peace in the 
Scottish coalfields was taken in Glasgow, 
when representatives of the Scottish coal- 
owners and the Executive of the Scottish 
Miners’ Union met in conference to con- 
siler a new wages agreement. The 
proceedings were private. At the close it 
was officially announced by Mr. Adam 
Nimmo, who presided, that he had ex- 
plained the case from the owners’ point of 
view, and that Mr. Robert Smillie, M.P., 
had stated the case for the workers. After 
a full discussion of the conditions to be 
entered into in the agreement, a joint com- 
mittee, which will enter on its task to-day, 
was appointed to examine the situation 
further. 


BURIED IN HUNTING

followers of the hounds in Scotland, who 
droppe’t dead in a keen chase of the Lin- 
lithgow and Stirlingshire Foxhounds last 
Saturday afternoon, was buried at Edin- 
burgh yesterday in his full hunting dress 
bootéd and spurred. 

The dead sportsman had leít definite 
orders that he was to be placed in his 
coffin in his beloved hunting dress, and he 
also desired that no pall-bearers should 
be present, as he wanted to give no 
trouble to his friends. Another wish, 
that the ‘‘ Dead March ” should not be 
played at his funeral Service, but that 
the “Flowers of the Forest” should be 
substituted, was duly carried out.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
The publication to-day of the text of 
four Notes exchanged between the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Mexico | 
leaves the dispute, to all appearance, 
hanging like Mahomet’s coffin, between 
heaven and earth. The first two Notes are 
extremely lengthy and leave none of the 
resources of legal terminology unused to 
support their contending theses. It is in 
Mr. Kellogg’s briefer communication of 
October 30th, howeyer, that the issue is 
more sharply joined. Therein he desired 
to point out, “so clearly as to leave no | 
room for misunderstanding, the extremely 
critical situation affecting relations 
between the two countries which would in- 
evitably be created if the (land and oi!) 


manner as to violate the fundamental 
principles of international law and of 
equity and the terms ‘and conditions of 
the understanding arrived at in 1923 ''— 
which last is a reference to the United 
States-Mexican conferences which pre 
ceded the recognition of General Obregon. 

Finally, the United States Government 
“ reasserts that it expects the Government 
of Mexico, in accordance with the true in- 
tent and purpose of the negotiations of 


Government of Mexico, to respect in their 
entirety the acquired property rights of. 
American citizens.’’ To all this the Mexi- 
can Foreign Minister replied on November 
17th :—”“ My Government on its part ex- 
pects that Your Excellency will indicate 
the concrete cases in which recognised 
principles of international law may have 
been violated, or may be violated, in dis- 
regard of the legitimate interests of Ameri- 
can citizens, since in such cases it will be 
disposed to repair such violation.” 

It is admitted that the enforcement of 
the laws under discussion has not yet 
reached the point at which the specific 
cases of complaint could. arise, and that 
there, with Mr. Kelloge’s warning of the 
possibility that an “ extremely critical 
situation ” might develop, the matter rests 
for the moment.

£146,000 IN A DAY AT 
MICHELHAM SALE.

In the stately ballroom of 20 Arlington 
street, Piccadilly, London, there began 
yesterday the disposal of the art treasures 
gathered Ly the late Lord Michelham. 
They are reputed to be worth £1,000,000. 
The day’s sale realised 139,000 guineas. 
Bidding that sometimes leaped by 
hundreds of guineas a second was a 
memorable feature of the opening stages of 
the sale. A statuette, 25 inches high, of a 
nymph, by Falconet, realised 4,800 
guineas. The treasures which are being 
dispersed have had their home for the past 
quarter of a century at 20 Arlington 
street,‘in a house famous for many years 
as the residence of a former Prime 
Minister, Lord Salisbury. Soon after Lord 
Salisbury’s death, Lord Michelham came 
i@to possession of the house, and at once 
made it a place of rich beauty, with 
masterpieces of art. 
JAPANESE VASES. 

The auction was conducted by Mr. J. 
Fisk, and he mounted the rostrum at one 
o'clock to sell the first lot, a pair of 
slender Japanese vases, for six guineas and 
a-half. The first lot to reach double figures 
came with No. 6, a handsome pair of 
baluster-shaped vases, which, after rapid 
bidding, were knocked down at 54 guineas. 
The first twenty lots realised 1685 guineas, 
and the bidding was so spontaneous that 
Mr. Fisk never once made a speech. In 
fact, he seemed incapable of any utterance 
other than figures and ‘guineas, iter- 
spersed with an occasional “ half.” 

It was not until the first pair of fajpille 
rose vases came under the hammerf/that 
there was an indication of big money. 
Fyom the depth of the room came a bid 
of 400 guineas. Mr. Fisk ignored it. He 
started himself at 500. The bidding 
leaped by hundreds until it reached 1,000 
guineas. It was a matter of seconds. The 
price soared and soared until finally these 
two precious pieces of porcelain passed 
into the possession of Messrs. Duveen for 
35,600 guineas. 

A moment later a smaller, but similar, 
pair was knocked down for 1,100 guineas. 

Among the dealers and art experts 
present were Mr. Seligmann, the Curator 
of The Louvre, Paris; M. Edouard 
Jennas, Messrs. Rochelle Thomas, Captain 
E. Duveen, and Herr Ball, of Berlin. The 
first hour of the sale brought in 6,808% 
guineas, and of this total the-last six lots 
—all o. Chinese porcelain—amounted to 
£6,555. The beautiful Kang-hsi 
square tapering vase, which had been so 
greatly admired, fetched 680 guineas. It 
was 194 inches high,—thirty-five guineas 
an inch,

A PARACHUTE TEST. 


The airship, R 33, left her shed at Car. 
dington yesterday morning, and after tests 
in attaching to and slipping from the high 
moving mast, she left for Pulham, where she 
will make such further experimental flights 
as may be necessary, A parachute test with 
the new type-‘of harness for airship work 
was successfully carried out before leaving 
for Cardington. 

The R 33 arrived over Pulham at about 
3.45 p.m., where she launched the second of 
two aeroplanes, and it was landed. 

A ‘“‘live’’ parachute: descent was made 
successfully by Leading Aijir-Craftsman 
Dobbs. The airship landed at about five 
o'clock, and was safely housed. 

The officers on the airship included Major 
G. H. Scott, Group Captain PP. Fellowes, 
Director of Airship Development ; Squadron- 
Leader R. 1. Booth, First Officer; Captain 
E. L. Johnston, Navigator; and Flight- 
Lieutenant J. Potter, in charge of Parachute 
Department. 

The pilots who made successful aeroplane 
descents were Squadron-Leader B. E. Baker, 
Head of the Flying Section. One of the 
aeroplanes which was piloted by Flight- 
Lieutenant. Shales was released at a height 
of about 1,500 feet, when the ship was over 
the parish pf Ditchinham, in South Norfolk.

THE CASE OF NEW BRUNSWICK. 
The representations of the Executive Com-

that New Brunswick no longer afforded to 
the registered medical practitioners of the 
United Kingdom such privileges of practis- 
ing in the province as to His Majesty seemed 
just. The Order of October 4th, 1913, by

THE POISONS ACTS.
